The proof shows that the sale was made in 
contemplation of insolvency, and to prefer a 
portion of his creditors. The day following 
several suits were brought, and attachments 
sued out, on the ground that he was about to 
dispose of his property by sale or removal from 
the state, with the intent to hinder and delay 
his creditors. This ground was also fully sus- 
tained by the proof.

Spencer county, 4 votes, had appointed four 1 
delegates to represent her, and four alternates, 
ill case the first failed to act. The Spencer dele- ! 
gation, as a condition prior to their entering the 
convention, claimed that the unrepresented counties 
be considered as voting in the convention for Mr. 
Jewett, who was understood to be the preference 
of those counties, and claiming for their delega- 
tion from Speucer a right to act as proxies for 
said counties. This was objected to, as there was 
no one present authorized to represent them.

J. C. Wickliffe, Esq., then read the following 
letter from Mr. Hooe.of Mercer: 

IIarrodsburg, Ky., June 4th, 1859. 

Messrs. C. C. Smedley , J. B. Renfro, and S. 
McBrayer : I understand that you will attend as 
delegates to the Democratic convention to be 
held at Bardstown. on the 7ih inst , to nominate 
a candidate for Congress. And having, after 
tiiuture consideration, determined upon the course 
1 shall pursue, and desiring that the delegates 
who have been instructed to vote for me in the 
convention, should be left perfectly free, that 
they may the better aid in the effort to secure 
union and harmony in our ranks, I have conclud- 
ed not to permit my name to be brought before 
the convention for the nomination. 

It cami 't bo disguised that difficulties of a 
serious character exist which threaten the defeat 
of the Democratic party in this Congressional 
District. The differences in reference to the 
bolding of a convention manifested themselves 
early in the canvass, and when my name was 
brought forward by my fellow-citizens of Mercer, 

1 declined to canvass the district, for the reason 
that the success of our party was imperiled by 
the division which existed in reference to settling 
the rival claims of candidates and aspirants in 
convention, and also for the additional reason 
that it was best for all that the breach should be 
closed up, if possible, instead of widened by 
heated discussions before the assembling of the 
Democracy in convention. My success and po- 
litical elevation are of small importance com- 
pared with the union, harmony, and triumph of the 
Democratic party in the fifth district. 

May we not confidently hope that there will 
be but one Democratic candidate in the present 
contest in this district, and that all divisions and 
differences may be speedily adjusted, which will 
not only secure a Democratic representative in 
the Congress of the United States from this dis- 
trict, but will also give much strength to that firm 
and determined effort now being made by the 
gallant forces of the Kentucky Democracy, to se- 
cure the glorious triumph of our State ticket. 

You may assure the members of the conven- 
tion that in the canvass I shall stand where I 
have always stood, firmly in the defense of the 
time-honored principles and usages ot our party, 



to aid in the success of those principles- — princi- 
ples which will stand honored and unmoved when 
the measures of those who denounce them will be 
buried in the cubbish of coming time.

Nominations being in order, J- B. Renfro, of 
Meroen, nominated Dr. R- C. Palmer who ad- 
dressed tlx? convention, reminding them that he 
had been a candidate for two months, always ad- 
vocating harmony and organization, and that he 
was now present for the purpose of pouring oil 
trpon the troubled waters. He was indorsed by 
his own county, by Mercer, and by Marion, and 
had now the nomination in his ow n power if he 
decked it. But lie thought that the desirable re- 
sult, unity and harmony, might be better secured 
hy the nomination of another man, and therefore 
desired his friend to withdraw his name. Dr. 
Palmer’s name was in consequence withdrawn by 
Mr. Renfro. 

J. P. Barbour, Esq., nominated Col. Smedley, 
of Mercer. 

J. C. Wickliffe, Esq , nominated J. P B. rbour, 
of Washington. Mr. Barbour, in a very happy 
speech, declined the honor, stating that he hail 
just nominated Mr. Smedley, and of cou*se should 
not interfere with his nomination. Mr. Barbour’s 
name was then withdrawn. 

Dr. Forrest nominated W. E Wilson, of Bul- 
litt. but on the suggestion of Mr. Field, that as 
Mr. Wilson was not present, and it was not known 
that he would accept, and as his non-acceptance 
would occasion a great deal of inconvenience, his 
name was withdrawn. 

R. C. McChord, of Washington, nominated 
John Young Brown, of Hardin. Mr. Brown 
arpse amid a storm of applause and declined. 
Air. Barbour declared that had he not been in- 
formed that Mr. Brown had refused under anv 
circumstances to allow his name to go before the 
convention, he would have proposed his name 
first. He called on Mr. Brown to consent. Mr. 
Brown rose again and in feeling language return- 
ed his thanks for the great, and to him unexpect- 
ed, honor, but declared that he must decline. 
Being appealed to a third time by nearly the 
whole convention, lie arose, and stated that his 
name was at the service of his friends. 

Mr. Smedley’s name was then withdrawn, and 
on motion of Alex. Craycroft, Esq., of Marion, 
Mr. Brown was forthwith nominated by acclama- 
tion. amid prolonged applause. 

Ben. Spalding, Esq., of Marion, and Dr. Pal- 
mer, of Washington, were appointed as a com- 
mittee to wait on Air. Brown, and officially in- 
form him of his nomination. He was then con- 
ducted to the stand, whence, in an eloquent 
speech, he returned thanks to the convention for 
his nomination. After Mr. Brown’s acceptance, 
stirring speeches, eor gratulating the Democracy 
on the bold stand they had taken against disorgan- 
ization, and exhorting them to the support of the 
nominee, were im.de by Hon. C. A. Wickliffe, 
Jas. P. Barbour, and C. C- Smedley. 

B Elliott, Esq., of Marion, offered thq follow- 
ing, which was adopted: 

Re totted. That this convention cannot too highly 
commend the self-sacrificing spirit of Dr. Palmer 
and Mnj. W. A. Hone, in withdrawing their names as 
candidates from this convention, in order that itmay 
avoid even the semblance of partiality in presenting 
a candidate to the Democracy of this Congressional 
District. 

It was then resolved that the Democratic pa- 
pers in this district, and the Louisville Democrat 
and Courier, be requested to publish the proceed- 
ings of this convention. 

The convention then adjourned sine die.

Debate lie tween the Candid a tee for 

Govcrno r— .flag of fin Tri iimphan I • 

Blrksville, Ky, June 7. 

.Messrs Editors: It is universally conceded 
that the Fourth Congressional District is to be 
the great political battle-ground in the ensuing 
contest, and the fight has already begun in bloody 
earnest. Upon yesterday the candidates for Con 
gress, Chrisman and Anderson, and for the State 
Senate, Boles and Haskin, discussed at length 
and with zeal and ability the political issues of 
the day. And to-day our gubernatorial leaders 
unfurled their banners and “let slip the dogs of 
war.” 

This is one of the strongest Opposition coun- 
ties in the district. Here lies Bell’a strength, 
and here has always lived the fiercest enemies of 
our principles, but nobly and gloriously has our 
gallant Magoffin led us through the thickest of 
the fight. 

Bell’s speech and reply were, as usual, a mix- 
ture of rhetorical flourishes and anecdotes — 
a reiteration of the charges of extravagance and 
corruption, a fire-eating advocacy of the new 
fangled idea of Congressional intervention, and a 
violent denunciation of the principles of the , 
Democratic party. These were the main points 
made in the speech of the great orator of the 
Kentucky Opposition; and although the crowd 
laughed :it the anecdotes, gibes, and antics of the 
speaker, his sophisms and ninpeals to tne preju- 
dices of his hearers were fruitless, unavailing, and ! 
fell still-born. 

1 am informed that Bell has, until lie has reach- 
ed the neighborhood of this district, been in the 
habit of charging that the Hon George A. Cald- 
well had voted for a measure in effect the same 
as the Wilmot Proviso act, that Buckner voted 
for. 

Here he failed to attack Caldwell, but poured 
forth the v : a!s of his wrath upon the head of the 
Hon. Janies B Clay, saying, when speaking of 
the positions of Clay, of Alabama, and James B. 
Clay, upon the political issues of the day, with a 
curl of derisive scorn upon his lips, and a sneer 
of contempt as hissing and poisonous in the sen- 
tence, as malignant and disappointed ambition 
can heap upon a virtuous and worthy object, with 
all the venom of hatred he exclaimed — 

“God forbid I should name James B. Clay in 
the same sentence with Clay, of Alabama!” and 
his Know-Nothing admirers who compose the 
stamping committee clapped and applauded the 
sentiment. 

Magoffin’s reply and conclusion was a glo- 
rious and successful vindication of our measures 
and nie'J from the unscrupulous and unw arranted 
attack of Bell. Upon the slavery protection is- 
sue his position was clear and unequivocal — non- 
intervention with slavery iu States or Territories 
by Congress: a firm support of the compromises 
of 1850 and the Kansas- Nebraska bill. Ho 
showed his position now was the same as Clay’s 
in the passage of those great measures which 
gathered in the evening of his life around the 
snowy head of the old sage of Ashland an eternal 
sunshine of glory. Magoffin further showed that 
when Mr. Bell was attempting to resuscitate the 
old Whig party by denouncing its murderers (the 
late deceased Know-Nothing party,) in trie ad- 
dress then publi.-hed to the people ot Kentucky, 
he occupied the position of non intervention by 
Congress. He showed the inconsistencies ol 
bell’s party, who opposed the Lecompton Consti- 
tution because it did not embody the will of the 
people of Kansas, and was now advocating the 
passage of a slave code in Kansas to protect | 
property that had no existence in the Territory; 
and that the people of that Territory stood com- 
mitted against by their refusal to ratify the Le- 
compton Constitution; that he was now attempt- 
ing, by Congressional interference, to cram down 
the throats of a free people a code ol laws, for 
the passage of which no necessity existed, and 
against which an overwhelming majority of the 
people of Kansas were admitted to stand. He 
further charged a coalition of all the isms to 
defeat the Democracy, and showed the result 
would he to place the Black Republicans in pow- 
er; Fremont having received more than double 
the number of votes in the late presidential cam- 
paign than Fillmore did, if the combination was 
effected, and a new party formed, it would of 
necessity he of Black Republican mat erials, who. 
when the Democratic party were displaced, would 
assume their original principles and destroy our 
Constitutional rights. He charged that Air. 
Bell’s advocacy of Congressional interference w as 
in point and keeping with his support of Buckner 
after he (Buckner) had voted for the Wilmot 
Proviso; and then he entered upon a defense of 
the just and patriotic course of Hon. Geo. A. 
Caldwell while in Congress — who was Buckner’s 
opponent — and the very mention of his name 
aroused a wild, enthusiastic shout from the crowd. 

The ungenerous attack of Bell upon Hon. 
Jas. B. Clay, who is now a private citizen, not in- 
‘iscussiou of politics, or other- 



wise taking an active part, was most triumphantly 
met by Magoffin. He showed wherein Henry 
Clay differed from Bell in the agitation of the 
slavery question; how Clay, from his speech, had 
taken position against abolition; and argued that 
he would now be a Democrat, if living; that he 
had written his name high up on the temple of 
fame, in letters of lightning; that the sun of 
ireedom, rolling up in its noontide splendor, would 
not dim or obscure that name, hut would make it 
more bright and glorious forever. The son of 
that father, whose only moral and political sin 
was a devotion to the principles of Democracy; 
that son, who had the name of his father to up- 
hold and his memory to revere, was scoffed at and 
derided as unworthy to be named in the same sen- 
tence with another, who advocates identically the 
same political principles, and is neither morally, 
intellectually, or otherwise, the superior of the 
great commoner’s favorite son.

An anonymous communication, headed, “Capt. 
Simms as a Whig,” appeared in the Paris Citizen 
of the HUli inst., which contained, among other 
personally offensive paragraphs, the following:

Benedict Arnold signalized his support of the 
American Whig cause in the revolutionary war 
on Lake Champlain, before the walls ol Quebec, 
and on the plains of Saratoga. He afterwards 
offered to sell the American army posted at West 
Point, to King George the 3d, and then went over 
to the enemy There were good old-line Whigs 
who voted for Buchanan. But they did not swal- 
low the Cincinnati Democratic platform— a plat- 
form that reiterates every former Democratic 
heresy and measure which the old line Whig-* had 
opposed for a generation, and it fulminated the 
annual Democratic denunciation ». gainst every 
old Whig principle and measure. The Captain 
and the old-line Whigs who carry the Cincinnati 
platform in their craws and support him, are such 
Whigs as Arnold was after he had fled to the 
British camp.” 

Capt. Simms on the same day, according to 
previous appointment, addressed the people at 
Ruddell’s .Mills, Bourbon county, and in the 
course of his remarks read from the communication 
above mentiom d. He then characterized the coin 
raunicutioti in the severest possible terms, and de- 
nounced the author, whoever lie might he, as a man 
devoid of honor, truth, and common decency 
We cannot quote his language, hut it was denun- 
ciatory in the extreme. The Hon. Garrett Davis 
then avowed himself the author, whereupon 
(’apt. Simms said he applied hi* language to him 
(Air. Davis) without qualification. Mr. Davis re 
s ponded with abusive epithets, but Capt. Simms re- 
joined that lie had branded him (Davis) as a coward 
and liar, and he could not skulk behind the lan- 
guage of a blackguard to shield himself from the 
responsibilities fastened upon him. While he 
rested under such a brand he was beneath his 
(Simms’) notice. Something was said by Air. 
Davis about lus responsibility, and thus the affair 
rested. 

The above facts, which we have reason to rely 
upon ns entirely or substantially true, we publish 
without comment, and subject to any correction 
through our columns which the truth will justify. 
This statement is made from the testimony of 
others, (we were not present,) and is published not 
to reflect upon or offend either party, but to cor- 
rect the misrepresentations we know to be current 
through the district. 

(UTIt is urgent that the Democracy of Fulton 
take her stand upon the intervention question — 
stopping at once the slanders of the Opposition, 
with regard to its conflicting view s on the subject.

If there be 
those in our ranks who will desert us on this ac- 
count. and contribute to our defeat, let their otvn 
consciences he their punishment.

Another Battle— -Tlie Allies Victo- 
ria us* 

New York, June 14 — The steamer Fulton 
arrived last night. Her advices wore mainly an- 
ticipated hy the North Briton at Quebec. Her 
dates are to June 1st. The following are the 
latest dispatches from the seat of war: 

Berne, May 30— Via France.— An insurrec- 
tion has broken out in the Vattelline. The pop- 
ulation is repairing in masses ta Londrio, the 
center of the revolutionary movement. 

The Austrian gen d’armes, who have retired 
into Switzerland, have been disarmed by the Swiss 
authorities and sent into the interior of the coun- 
try. The Federal Council lias dispatched troops 
to t lie frontiers of the Grisons. 

General Garibaldi’s vanguard is at Cantu. The 
telegraph to Conio is worked by Sardinian em- 
ployees. It is stated that eiglit thousand SardA 
ians are at Varez, and that a French corps d’ar 
mee is expected there. 

Turin , May 31.— The first details of the fight i 
at Pulestro have arrived here. The enemy were 
intrenched at Palest ro, Cassalino, and Vingaglin, ; 
hut after an obstinate defense our troops carried 
the inirenchment at the point of the bay one' with 
admirable bravery, and took tw<> pieces of cannon 
and many small arms and prisoners. The loss of j 
the enemy was very great, and the extent of our 
loss is as yet unknown. 

VerceHa was yesterday evening illuminated. 
The Emperor traversed the streets, and the town ' 
was en fete. The King passed the night at Tori- | 
onic. among the encamped troops 

Italy — Paris , May 28. — The semi-official Pays 
of this evening, contains the following telegraph- ! 
ic dispatch: The Austrians, 50,000 in number, 
quitted Piacenza yesterday, and re-entered Lom- 
bardy. The same journal states that England is 
willing to renew diplomatic relations with Naples, l 
but only on condition that France will simulta 
neoualv do the same. The announcement of Sir j 
James Hudson’s departure for Naples was prenia : 
ture. 

The Paris correspondent of the Commercial 
Advertiser of this city, writing under date of 
.May 31st, furnishes the following iter s of intel- 
ligence: The five American citizens who were 
confined in the prison of Rome were released on 
the demand of the American authorities, and 
are on hoard the frigate Wabash. General Neil, 
commander of the 4th corps of the French army, j 
was supporting Garibaldi, with 30,000 men; and 
it was also his intention to march on .Milan. 

The advices from Italy confirm the capture 
of Palestro by the Sardinians The King Victor 
Emmanuel commanded in person, a id exhibited ! 
lire greatest gallantry. The Austrians twice en- j 
deavored to re take Palestro, hut were repulsed ! 
after sanguinary encounters. The Sardinian re- | 
ports snv they captured one thousand prisoners 
and eight guns. The latest dispatch from Turin 
reports that the Austrians were in full retreat j 
across the Ticino into Lombardy. The report re- , 
ceived by previous arrivals that Gemral Garibaldi 
had met with a repulse by a superior Austrian 
force is confirmed, but it now appears that he was | 
successful in re-entering Como 

The Austrian efforts to retake Palestro, an* 
described to have been very sanguinary. Atone | 
time the Sardinian troops were outflanked on j 
the right, when the Zouaves came to the rescue, | 
and repulsed the Austrians. The Austrian ver- 
sion of the battle has not been received. The ; 
Austrians had retreated from Bobbio, and a spe j 
rial telegraph to the London Daily News, dated 
Turin, Friday, June 3d, says the Austrians were i 
in full retreat across the Ticino. The French 
headquarters were at Yercelli. Garibaldi had ■ 
been driven into the mountuinsby Austrian troops 
under General Urabia, who retook Varez, but a 
telegraphic dispatch received via Turin, states 
that General Garibaldi, gathering reinforcements, 
re umed, and, surprising the Austrians, recaptured ! 
Varez, and subsequently re-entered Como in j 
triumph. General Neel, who had been sent to I 
the assistance of General Garibaldi, had occupied ! 
Novaro. The insurrection in Lombardy was j 
sprea ling rapidly. 

A Sandman bulletin dated Turin, May 31st , j 
says: A fresh victory has been gained by our | 
troop*. At 7 o’clock this morning a force ot j 
25,009 Austrians endeavored to ret ike Palestro. 
The King of Sardinia commanding the 4th divis 
ioq in person, and General Cialdini at the head 
of the third regiment of Zouaves, resisted the 
attack for a considerable time, and then having 
successfully assumed the offensive, pursued the ! 
enemy, taking a thousand prisoners, and captur- , 
ing eight guns, five of which were obtained by j 
the Zouaves. Five hundred Austrians were 
drowned in a canal during the fight. 

Another fight took place at Confrenza, in the 
province of Tomeline, in which the enemy were 1 
repulsed by the division un ler General Forey, of 
the first corps of the French army. After two i 
hours conflict last night, a picket of the enemy 
attempted to pas* the Po at Ccrvessaria, hut 
they were repulsed by the inhabitants of that viciu- , 
ity. 

The Austrians have evacuated Vazo, iu the 
province ot Bobbio. 

Turin, June 1. — A second victorious conflict ' 
occurred at 6 o’clock last evening at Palestro. i 
The enemy endeavored to re-enter, hut were 
repulsed by the division under General Cialdini, 
composed of the Zouaves and Piedmontese cav- 
alry. The King pressed forward where the fight ! 
was most furious, the Zouaves vainly endeavor- I 
ing to restrain him. On Tuesday the Austrians 
attacked the Sardinian vanguard at Zisto Cal- I 
ende, and after a fight of two hours our troops 
pursued the enemy across the Ticino. The de- 
tails of the battle of Palestro, say that the Sar- ! 
dimans were, :• t one time, outflanked by the Aus- 
trians, who threatened the bridge of boats across 1 
the Sessia, over which General Canrobert was to 
effect a junction with the King. At this juncture 
the Zouaves lost one officer and 20 men killed, 
and the enemy had 200 killed, including 10 offi- : 
cers. 

The accounts from General Garibaldi state that i 
a numerous Austrian corps having arrived before 
Varez, he ordered the national guard not to resist 
but to fall hack on Logo Maggiore. An attack 
was attempted by our troops against Saveus, on 
the Lake, but without result. 

From Washington* 

Washington, June 14 —The views of the ad- 
ministration on the subject of the neutral right* 
of the Unit 'd Mhos will soon be transmitted o 
Mr. Dallas, the United States Minister at the 
Court of St. James, and by him will be commu- 
nicated to the British government. Copies of the 
dispatches will be furnished to our Ministers at 
t»»e other European courts, after the manner of 
Secretary M a rev’s instructions to Minister Buch- 
anan while the latter represented the United 
States in Great Britain, with reference to the 
declaration of maritime law at Paris in 1855, by 
Great Britain, France, Austria, Russia, Prussia, 
Sardinia, and Turkey, but dissented from by our 
government.
